HOPE NOT YET ABANDONED.

Walter Wellman, with the crew of the 
crashed steamer Kagnvald Zarl, arrived 
here Wednesday by the fishing yacht 
Bctntine, Captain Johnseii, ftoin North 
Spitsbergen. All the members of the 
patty are -well. Discussing the faihu-e 
o£ his expedition to reach the pole, Mr. 
WeUmaa said to a representative of tho 
Associated Press: "After the loss of the 
Saguvald .larl and tho consegneat 
heating up of my line of retreat I was 
.compelled to modify my plaas for the 
smamer's work and make sure of being 
able to return to the const of Spitsber- 
gen earlier than intended, though the 
expedition reached within a few miles 
of the 81sc parallel on May 12, 11 days 
from Tromsoe. 


"Tho season had then changed to the 


other extreme. North of che Seven isl- 
ands, situated at the extreme north of 
Spitzbergen as f ar as we could see, were 
masses of heavy, unbroken ice, which 
appealed absolutely impassable. 


"Tho 
expedition then turned its face 


ettt, along the northeast? land, aud 
though the northeast gales qniekly 
broke up the ice which had promised to 
afford smooth and easy traveling, the 
whole northeast land was explored. 


"The scientific men of the party made 


inany observations in geology and nat- 
ural history. Professor Owen B. French 
-o£ the coast and geodetic survey, "Wash- 
ington, accurately surveyed a large port 
of the coast. 


•'Among the points added to the map 


l>y virtue of the discoveries made dur- 
ing this survey arc Cape Gresham, 
Whitney. Armonr and Scott and Walsh 
island. Only July 1, with the seven 
men and an alummuin boat I started to 
force my way over the pack ice. But I 
was ^compelled, at'cer several days of 
frightful straggle with tho ice, to givo 
ap the attempt. 


"On July 4 I started to return to 


Waldon island, crossing Dovo bay. 
We 


were all compelled for hours to wade 
through varer waist high. The screw - 
iug of the pack ice threatened to destroy 
the boats and sledges, but though they 
•were subjected to the hardest usage, the 
jlimunum boats came through, uuin- 
•jm&. Had ic not been for the protec- 
tion afforded the stores by the water- 
tight cases, progress would have been 
impossible iu pack ice where men aud 
skdfres wn: half the time in the water 
and haU tJie time on the ice. 


"Crossing Dove bay, Altme, the 


meteorologist of the party, broke a bone 
of his right leg and had co be carried in 
the boats to Waldeu island, which was 
reached on Jnly 23. We waited a fort- 
night iu rain for open water, and oa 
Aug. 4 deei led to push through the ice. 


"The at'empt, which was a most 


dangerous ma, was wholly snccessf nl, 
and our four boats reached Low island 
<m Aug. 6, where we sighted the Bern- 
tine. Eventually we hired her to con- 
vey our party to Tromsoe. We sailed 
from Lo\v island on Aug. 7, and reached 
Danes island on Ang. 8. Tliuvo wo 
took off Professor Oyen, the geologist, 
«nd Hyerdahl, the skirunuer. and 
sportsman from the University of Chris- 
tisaia and the stores which they were 
guarding for us. 


"Though v,-e were unable to get as far 


north as we hoped in 1804 on account 
of the loss of our steamer, etc., and the 
kwl nature of the season, I am deter- 
mined to try the Spitzbergen route 
arain in IRn.^ "

COLUMBCS, O., Aug. 1?.—The Popu- 


list state convention was called to order 
at 10 6'clook ia d, grove three miles west 
of the city. Four wagon trains from 
the northern, southern, eastern and 
western pares of Hie state reached the 
camp, and the attendance was not less 
than 1,500, the largest gathering ever 
held by tho party in Ohio. 


General Coxey, the originator of the 


commonweal army movement, was the 
liou of the occasion. After effecting a 
temporary organisation by the election 
of Hugh Cavar.augh of Cincinnati as 
chairman and C, P. Martiu as secretory, 
and the appointing of the usual com- 
mittees, Coxey spoke for au hour am. a 
half. Ho condemned tho present finan- 
cial system of tlie country, attributed 
the panic to contraction of the currency 
and the repeal of the silver puroliasin!? 
olauso.

His road improvement bills and the 


issue of $500,000,000 legal tender was 
presented as the safeguard against de- 
pression. 


The committee, on resolutions was 
authorized to confer with the new labor 
party on tho subject of coalition. 


At the afternoon session Hon. John 
L. Seitz of Seuecti was made permanent 
Shairnian and Thomas Butterworth of 
Cincinnati permanent secretary. Tho 
committee ou credentials reported a 
fall represeutatiou front every district, 
the total number of delegates being 719. 


Nearly tho entire afternoon was con-

NOT SETTLED. 


Vouncittotvn Streetcar Striko Still on and 


liable to Remain So. 


YOUNCISTOWN-, O., Ang. 17.—The 


street railway strike, if possible, is far- 
ther from settlement thau ever. Tho 
men have placed their interests in the 
hands of the Mahouiug Valley Trades 
union, just organised, which refuses to 
allow tlie circuit judges to pass upon 
the trouble while tho company siguittos 
its willingness for them to take up tho 
matter.

yras adopted at a largely attended meet- 
ing of tho merchants of tho city who 
pledged themselves to protect and sup- 
port tho sido which agreed to their 
scheme, Tho trades njiion offers to call 
in the state board of arbitration. The 
company will accept no outside opinions, 
excepting from tlio circuit judge. 


Secretary Taylor's Quarterly. 


Co::ratBus, O., Aug. 17.—Secretary 


of State Taylor made his quarterly set- 
tlement with the state treasury. The 
amount turned in waa $35J,4J,9.G9, being 
nearly $0,1)00 less than during the same 
quarter of last year. Had it uot been 
for one of the taxation laws passed by 
the legislature last winter the difference 
between the collections of tho two 
quarters would have been very mnch 
greater, for tho Hard law taxing foreign 
corporations produced fully two-thirds 
of tho revenue.

LABOR 
INVESTIGATION. 


GaTermiient Control oC Railroads Rcooia- 


niciuiml. 


CmcAQO, Aug. 17.—George W. Love- 


joy, au ox-employe of the Chicago 
Bock Maud and Pacific road, was the 
first wituess called before the board of 
labor 
commissioners, 
Mr. 
Lovejoy 


testified that the Kodc Island road re- 
fused to tell him on Juue 6 whether he 
•Was discharged or uot, but simply ire" 
fused to give him woflc. The Bock Isl- 
and road, hf) .statedi had adopted a 
policy of throwing out .of work all mem- 
bers Of. the Amoricnrr fiailway uuioii: 
. Mr. Lovejoy stated lie lost His posi- 
tion because he ciuue to Chicago as a 
delegate of the 
American 
Railway 
union. Tlie employes of the road at 
La Salle then appointed a grievance 
committee, which called on tlie officers 
of the roud aud demanded the reinstate- 
ment of Lovejoy. The officials refused 
to consider the communication aud a 
general strike was declared. This was 
the bcgiuiiiug of the strike ou the Hock 
Island. Jvlr. Lovejoy made au assertion 
that tne Hock Island officials declared 
no union man should ever work for the 
Bock Island road at La Sidle »gain. 


Wheu asked by Commissioner Wright 


his solution of the strike problem, Mr. 
Lovejoy said he thought the govern- 
ment ownership of railroads would 
solve the problem satisfactorily. As 
reasons for this opinion, he gave tlie be- 
lief that tlie employes would be better 
treated by tbe government than, by the 
railroad managers, and that they would 
have their grievances examined iufco aud 
attended to, which was not the caso 
now. 


"How would you avoid tho loss of 


places that might ensue from a change 
of tiie political party in power ?'' 


"By application "of the civil service 
rules." 


This wituess was in favor of tbo gov- 


ernment's "keeping hands off," as ho 
expressed it, whenever a strike was on. 
He did uot boliovo warefare would re- 
sult from such a state of affairs. 


Mr. Lovejoy was iu favor of arbitra- 


tion, rather than strikes without it, but 
did not tliiiil; tho solution of the problem 
lay iu avijitratiou. 


"Is it uot time," asked llr. Kernau, 
"that the greatest difficulty which labor- 
ing meu are under is the difficulty they 
havo iu getting a hearing before themoii 
m charge of railroads?" 


"Yes, sir. I believe strikes could be 


almost entirely averted by arbitration, 
if ic could be had, but tha roads will not 
listen to tbe grievances of the men." 


"Dp you believe strikes are cif auy 
benefit where they ore lost ?" 


Mr. Lovejoy thought they woro. He 


believed, the Pullman strike aud tho 
subsequent railroad strike were of great 
benefit, though lost becilu.se, as he ;ts- 
serted, they allowed the laboring men 
the necessity for organization aud tlio 
futility of trusting to the old railroad 
orgiuii/atious. 
r, ilr. Koruau then adopted a line of 
questioning, tending to bring out an 
admission from tbe witness that the 
labor unions should take more stringent 
measures to keep their men from com- 
mitting violence. Mr. Lovojoy admit- 
ted that such should be tho cose and 
that public sympathy, when it was di- 
verted from the strikers, was diverted 
only because of riotiug. 


Sylvester Keliher, 'secretary of the 


American Railway union, was next put 
on the staud. He was asked and agreed 
to f nruisb certain documentary evidence 
bearing on the. strike which the com- 
mittee s commission desired to examine. 
Mr. Keliher then enumerated the causes 
of the strike and the circumstances at- 
tending it. 


He told at length of the fruitless ef- 
forts of tbe American Railway union 
and the Pullman employes to induce th-> 
Pullman company to arbitrate; also of 
the efforts of citizens aud part o£ tlio 
press to secure better wages for the ex- 
employes of 
Pullman. Mr. Keliher 


thought the best way to prevent strikes 
on railroads would be to have the gov- 
ernment owu siud control the various 
hues. He did not think evil conse- 
quences would result from such owner- 
ship. In cose tlie goverumeut owner- 
ship of railroads should not prove feasi- 
ble, lie believed compulsory arbitration 
the uoxt best way to settle difficulties. 
In such coses both parties to tiia arbi- 
tration, bo thought, should bind tbem- 
•elves to submit to the decree of the ar- 
bitration. 


Judge Worthingtou's line of question- 


ing on this point seemed to indicate 
that ho favors compelling employes to 
submit to a competent board of arbitra- 
tion in labor difficulties. The wituess 
was uot quite clear as to how a decree 
against employers in a mattorof arbitra- 
tion could be enforced; believed it could 
be done as easiiy as men could be en- 
joined from working by the courts. 
t. B. B. Ray of Chicago told about the 
strike on the Rock Island road and tha 
condition which existed at Rock Island. 
He declared he was peremptorily dis- 
charged by tho Rock Island manage- 
ment because of his alleged affiliation 
with the American Railway uuion, al- 
though he was not a member of that- or- 
ganization. He stated tbat the road 
kept a blacklist of nion who had been 
discharged by various roads. Mr. Ray 
thought arbitration the only solution of 
the strike trouble. 


Miss Jennie Curtis, president of the 
Girls' union at Pnlhuan, testified. Her 
father had beeu in the employ of ths 
Pullman compauy for 15 yesvrs until 
shortly before his death last year. He 
was deliucmerjt in bis reut to tbe 
amount of $60. The company com- 
pelled her to assume the debt aud sign 
a contract to pay it out of her wages at 
the rate of 53 a week. Some weeks she 
had so little left from her wages that 
she could not pay board. In 1898 the 
company was paying the girls 23 1-8 
cents an hour for sewing, and the poor- 
est seamstress earned $1.50 a day. Be- 
fore the strike the best of them had got 
down to 70 or SO cents a day, while tbe 
poorer needlewomen could make ouly 
40 to 60 cents. 
i.« Theodore Rhode, representing 
the 


painters' department, followed Miss 
Curtis. He had worked for the com- 
pany 12 years aud had been gradually 
cut down until he could not make §1.25 
a day. Theforomau abused the men 
and the management experimented with 
the materials until piece workers could 
make nothing. He had not applied for 
work since the strike, because the com- 
pany compelled every man to surrender 
his card of membership iu the railway 
union and sign .an agreement to have 
nothing to do with any labor organiza- 
tion for five years.

THE CITIZENS AKOTWSD. 


Seldom have the people ol our city 


been so agitated over any subject as 
they are over the recent flagrant at- 
tempt to bribe couccilmon, as ex- 
posed in last Monday evening's meet- 
ing ot the council, and the enormous 
attendance at last night's citizens' 
meeting gave them an opportunity 
to express their feelings in a positive 
manner. 


The general feeling which prevailed 


was 'that the most diligent effort 
should be made to bring to justice all 
guilty people connected 
with this 


disgraceful transaction. Tbe prison 
doors of Ohio yawn threateningly to 
both bribe givers and bribe takers. 
The man who attempts to corrupt an 
officer with money, and the public 
officer who is willing to prostitute 
himself in his official position to such 
an extent as to accept a bribe, there 
by bartering away the rights of his 
constituents, are both criminals soft 
should wear the felon's stripes to- 
gether. 


Never before in the history of our 


fair city has it been necessary to hold 
an indignation meeting to take steps 
to correct abuses in the administra- 
tion of public affairs. Never before in 
Lima has a public oflieial stood out 
before his fellows and accused anyone 
of having boldly and flagrantly at- 
tempted to buy his influence with 
money. 
And now that the time has 


come that such a condition exists our 
people should move swiftly to cor- 
rect the evil. Let the man who of- 
fered the bribe defend his infamous 
act before the proper tribunal. Let 
there be a rigid examination made 
into this disgraceful case, and if any 
person be found guilty of having been 
debauched with his money let them 
be exposed and punished. 


Lima is no place for boodlers. We 


are just embarking upon an impor- 
tant era of public improvement and 
ioncsty and integrity should mark 
this work in its inception and prog- 
ress. Our taxpayers expect to pay 
full value for all public work, but 
they do not propose to, nor will they, 
pay out the money to boodlers who 
will use it to corrupt legislation in 
order that they may furnish inferior 
workmanship and pooj» materials and 
receive for it an excessive price. 


The pe'iple who have been accused 


of this attempt at bribery should net 
be permitted to place one brick in 
our city. The consummation of the 
contract should be and will be pre- 
vented. If they cannot be made to 
answer before the proper tribunal 
for the alleged attempt at bribery 
they can be prevented from receiving 
any value for the money they may 
have corruptly expended. 


Let the citizens' committee ap- 


pointed last night move with energy 
and celerity.

He tried to 
persuade us to change Camp Creek 
ditch to the west line of his farm, 
along the road where the cut would 
be six feet deeper than the original 
one, and would cost several hundred 
dollars more money. When he was 
asked if he would pity the extra ex- 
pense he got his Ebenczer up, and 
hopped onto me." 


No doubt the Board of Commission- 


ers did consider and sign the contract 
for the puchase of the bridge, tor the 
Democratic members of the board 
would not be likely to give Jim Os- 
man license to buy goods for the 
county on his individual responsibil- 
ity. 
But Jim Osman, himselt, with- 


out any co-operation of his colleagues 
or consultation with them pertaining 
to the subject, made a requisition 
for that bridge—for a square bridge 
over a diagonal water course. 
He 


did not tell his colleagues that such 
was Ms plan—for the very good rca 
son that he did not know it himself. 
He just went blundering along, wast- 
ing the people's money by his care- 
le-sness. 
When the bridge came it 


was delivered a mile too 1'ar soutl 
and it lay there for months before 
brother Lou Osman commenced work 
on the abutments. 
When the work 


was begun the contractor found that 
the east end of the abutment came 
right in tho center of the channel. 
It was not the intention of this .Re- 
publican Commissioner or the Board 
of Commissioners to 
change 
the 


course of the bridge, and when the 
news was carried to Jim that his 
abutment would make a dam in the 
channel of Camp creek he was para- 
lyzed. In his desperation he de- 
termined to change the course of the 
ditch in direct violation of the law. 
But he could not gel the Surveyor to 
assist him in such work. 


The Reub Harpster bridge in Sugar 


Creek township is not a parallel case 
with this. There it was the inten- 
tion to straighten the channel of tho 
stream. That territory is in Com- 
missioner John Amstutz district, and 
he is not the sort of a public oflieial 
to make senseleas blunders at public 
expense. When Commissioner Am- 
stutz makes a requisition for a bridge 
in his district he does so with intelli- 
gence, and a full knowledge of what 
is wanted. 
There is, in Jim's ver- 


nacular "no kick coming from there" 
because the Commissioner diet not 
ordsr abutments built in the center 
of a water course as Osman, the Re- 
publican Moses, did in Perry town- 
ship.

Now a word in reference to a pro- 


posed change in the course of Camp 
creek on tbe northwest corner of sec- 
tion 15. When this Republican Com- 
missioner found he had made an 
Rgregrons and expensive blunder on 
the bridge, lie attempted to smuggle 
through a change in the line of the 
ditch, although to do so was a direct 
violation of the law. 
The owner of 


the 
farm 
would not permit 
him 


to-do so and 
notified 
tac sur- 


veyor not to make any changes from 
the route located and established. It 
was then PROPOSED TO the 
owner of 


the farm tbat'the ditch be changed to 
along the west side of his farm. Sur- 
veyor Cronley was sent for and gave 
it as his opinion that the change 
would cost 8120. This is not "several 
hundred dollars" as Jim alleges, but 
had the change been made the ex- 
pense would 
have 
been 
assessed 


against the taxpayers 
because of 


one 
of 
Osman's 
blunders. 
As 


that change in the course would ne- 
cessitate a cut through the land 
of. 


the Ohio Oil Company, the owner of 
the farm was asked tir%ce their rep- 
resentative and obtain his consent to 
the change. The owner of the farm 
did as was requested-of him but be- 
fore reporting the success of his er- 
rand went out and on viewing the 


ground found that such a change 
would be so detrimental to him that 
he "refused to allow any change in the 
course of the ditch through his pro- 
perty, 


So much for the truth ot Jim Os- 


man'a statement. Now all the farm- 
ers in that region are complaining of 
the damage that Osman has done to 
the ditch. Every day finds some of 
them in town complaining of the evil 
effects of his blunder, and it is openly 
stated among them that the money 
expended in cleaning out Camp Creek 
will be wasted unless some way is ar- 
ranged to prevent the washing away 
of the ground on the farm ol Jona- 
than McPheron where the force of the 
water will tear out the banks and 
fill up the channel before the winter 
Is over. This farm is just east of 
Jim's new bridge, where an abrupt 
angle is made in the course of the 
ditch and a stream of water collected 
in a four mile course is hurled against 
an 
unprotected 
bank. Either 
a. 


change must be made in the course 
of the ditch from there toward 
the 


south or a stone wall built to protect 
the bank, either of which the 
tax- 


payers must pay for. 


In addition to this the road will be 


washed away and damaged and the 
county will be liable for damages en- 
tailed on Mr. McPheron and others, 
whose farms will be inundated and 
crops ruined by the mistakes of this 
Rep ubl ican .Moses.

tar preparanons—are put up nowadays 
in the shape I s]:eak of. 


"Dr. Squills (lives you sis tablets and 


tells you to come back on Friday. 
In 


that way ho secures another visit from 
you and rakos in an additional $2. That 
is where his piofit comes in. Further- 
more, if your fnend Mis. Bobbins hap- 
pens to bo su'lerings from symptoms 
similar to your own, you cannot furi'ish 
her with some of the pills which havo 
done you so much good, as yon could do 
if you had a proscription.

MOST BEAUTIFUL OP BIRfJS. 


Tu« Quezttl, Whose Plumage Rival* tba 


UaCnliow'tt ItrUliiuiojr. 


In the Smithsonian building a 


Washington is exhibited one parti 
ularly perfect specimen of the mo 
beautiful bird in the world. Whil 
Its coloration is as brilliant as that < 
any humming bird, its superior sia 
renders it more attractive to the ey 
This is the ejuezal of Guatemala. I 
plumage vies in brilliancy with th 
rainbow and shines with a metalh 
luster. Until within the last few 
years it was unknown to science 
mainly owing to the fcot that it is 
hermit among feathered creature 
delighting in the silence of deserts 
It dwells on mountain heights abov 
7,000 feet in elevation. The queza 
was the royal bird of the Aztecs. I 
breast is a brilliant scwlet, while il 
green tail attains a length of 3 fee 
Its size is about etmal to a pigeoi 
Its plumes were utilized ancientl 
for the adornment of headdresse 
and for the famous feather picture 
of the Mexicans. It nestles in hole 
in worm eaten trees, which it en 
larges with its bill so as to form 
comfortable and roomy residence 
The young are hatched totally naked 


It is the hardest of all birds to pre- 


pare for stuffing because the skin 
tears like so much tissue paper, an 
the feathers are implanted to s 
slight a depth that they readily fa 
out. A specimen is very apt to be 
spoiled by falling against a brand 
on being shot. Up to 1860 naturalists 
did not know where the quezal was 
to be found. The few specimens 
which had fallen into their hand 
were obtained from the Indians o 
Guatemala, who kept the secret 
About that tune, however, a colleol 
or, visiting that country, got on th 
track, went up into the mountain 
and shot a number of the birds. I 
is said that in ancient times the skui 
of all birds of this species that wei\ 
killed belonged by law to the king 
and nobody outside of the roya 
family was permitted to wear th 
plumes. 


The quezal belongs to the farnilj 


of trogons. This genus includes 4 
species, 33 of which are American 
All of them are very beautiful.— 
Washington Star. 


Da^uerre's Process. 


The process dovited byDaguerre 


was substantially as follows: A shee 
of planish copper, plated with silver 
and well cleaned by treating with di 
.iited nitric acid and washicgwith wa 
.er, was exposed to the Jiction of the 
vapors of iodine. By this exposure a 
Mn film of iodide of silver waa 
'ormed on the surface, certain me 
chanical precautions being taken to 
insure that it should be uniform in 
all parts. The sheet thus prepared 
was then placed in a camera substan 
ially the same in principle as tha 
ihotographic camera in use today 
nd was exposed to the object for 
rom eight to ten minutes. The plate 
was then covered and removed from 
he camera to a dark room, where il 
ras exposed to the action of the va- 
rarof mercury, aided by the applicat- 
ion of gentle heat, by which the irn- 
ige was developed. It was then fixed 
iy immersion in a solution of hypo- 
ulphite of soda, which dissolved out 
all the 
unchanged silver iodide. 


Washing with water followed, and 
he finished picture- was protected by 
a cover of glass and suitably inclosed 
na frame, one thut could be closed, 
a protect it from fading under the 
ction of the sunlight.—Manufactur- 
r and Builder.
